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| Isabella, to discover a western passage to the Indies, and any lands that 
might intervene on the way. On the 13th of October, the same year, 
about two hours before midnight, a light was discovered. Morning came, 
and an island appeared in view. It was named San Salvador. Thus was 
discovered the New World. On the 24th of June, 1497, John and 
Sebastain Cabot landed on the coast of Cape Breton, under the patronage 
of Henry VIL, King of England. Hxcepting the visit of the Norsemen 
about the year 1000, this is generally conceded as the first discovery of 
North America. 

1500.—The coast of Brazil discovered by Alvarez de Carbral, a 
Portuguese. 

1502.—Columbus sailed on his fourth voyage of discovery. 

1504.—Philip I. becomes King of Spain. 

1506.—Columbus died at Valladolid in the 59th year of his age. 

1507.—The name of America given to Brazil, and later applied to the 
whole Western Continent. This was done by some students of geography 
at St. Die, in the Vosges Mountains, in Alsace. 

1509.—Henry VIII. becomes King of England. 

1513.—Ponce de Leon discovers and names Florida, and takes posses- 
sion of the country for Spain. 

1514.—Ponce de Leon again lands in Florida, but his men are all 
killed except six, who, though wounded, effect their retreat to Cuba. 

1515.—Francis I. becomes King of France. : 

1516.—Charles I. (Emperor Charles V.) becomes King of Spain. 

1517.—The Reformation is introduced into Germany. 

1518.—Sable Island, off the coast of Nova Scotia, settled by the 
French; but the colonists return to France after losing many of their 
number by sickness, They left cattle and hogs on the island, which bred 
and stocked it. : 

1519.—Magellan sailed through the straits that bear his name. 

1520.—Velasquez lands at the mouth of the Savannah river, and by 
treachery kidnaps a cargo of natives, for export to Hispaniola, The 
captives refuse to eat, and die on the passage. 

1521.—Cortez conquers Montezuma, and takes the city of Mexico. 

1522.—One of Magellan’s ships cireumnavigates the world. 

1524.—Verrazani explores the Atlantic coast of America. 

1528.—Pamphilio de Narvaez invades Florida. 

1534.—The Protestant Reformation introduced into England. 

1535.—The Society of Jesus instituted by Ignatius Loyola. 

1537.—Cortez discovers the peninsula of California. 

1538.—The Bible in English appointed to be read in the churches in 
England. 

1539.—De Soto lands in Florida with 900 men. y 

1540.—New Mexico and Arizona explored by the Spaniards, by order 
of Mendoza, Governor of Mexico. 

1541.—De Soto discovers the Mississippi river at the Chickasaw Blufis, 

1542.—De Soto died, and was buried in the Mississippi river to prevent 
the exasperated natives from desecrating his grave. The remnant of his 
army retreat down the river in boats, and reach Mexico the next year. 

1547,.—Edward VI. becomes King of England. 

1550.—The Puritans rise in England, and John Rogers and others 
suffer martydom. 

1553.—Mary becomes Queen of England. 

1556.—Charles V. abdicates the throne of Spain in favor of his son, 
Philip II. 

1558.—Elizabeth becomes Queen cf England. 

1559.—Francis II. becomes King of France. 

1560.—Charles IX. becomes King of France, 

1562.—Ribault plants a French colony, by order of Coligny, at Charles 
Fort, S. C., which was to be an asylum for the Huguenots. 

1563.—The English slave trade begins on the coast of Africa under 
John Hawkins, who kidnaps and sends 300 slaves to Hispaniola. 

1564.—Laudonnier builds Fort Caroline, Florida. 

1565.—St. Augustine founded by the Spaniards, 

1567.—De Gourgues takes revenge on the Spaniards by retaking 
Charles Fort, and hanging the garrison.

1587.—Raleigh establishes a colony at Roanoke Island, where Virginia 
Dare, the first white child of America, was born. 
1589.—Henry IV. becomes King of France. 
1592.—Presbyterian Church Government established in Scotland. 
1594.—The Bank of England incorporated, 
1598.—Philip III. becomes King of Spain. 
1600.—The attention of the English court turned toward the settle- 
ment of America, 
1602.—Bartholomew Gosnold visits the coast of Massachusetts, and 
makes a temporary settlement on one of the Elizabeth Islands. 
1603.—James VI., of Scotland, becomes King of England and 
Scotland under the title of James I, 
1604.—Port Royal, on the Bay of Fundy, founded by De Monts under 
French authority. 
1606.—James I. grants to the London Company the country between 
latitude 34° and 45°, which is named Virginia in honor of the Virgin 
Queen Elizabeth. 
1607.—Popham’s colony founded on the coast of Maine. 
1608.—Quebec settled by the French. 
1609.-—Henry Hudson sails up the river that now bears his name. 
1610.—Hudson Bay discovered by Henry Hudson. 
1611.—The translation of the present version of the Bible finished. 
1612.—Pocahontas marries Rolfe. 
1613.—Holland grants to Dutch merchants exclusive navigation of the 
Hudson river. 
1614.—Connecticut river discovered by the Swedes. 
1615.—Lake Huron discovered by Champlain. 
1616.—Shakespeare dies. 
1617.—Sir Walter Raleigh sent to the Tower of London a second 
time, and, soon after, beheaded by order of King James. 
1618.—The religious war begins in Bohemia and Germany between 
the Protestants and Catholics. It lasted 30 years, during which time over 
300,000 people were killed. 
1619.—African slavery introduced into Virginia by the Dutch. 
1620.—The Pilgrims land at Plymouth, 
1621.—The Plymouth colony make a league of friendship with 
Massasoit, which lasts 50 years. 
1622.—The Province of Sagadahock (Maine) granted to Gorges and 
Mason. 
1623.—New Hampshire settled at Dover. 
1624,—First horned cattle imported to the colonies. 
1625.—Charles I. becomes King of England. 
1626.—250 sail of English vessels fishing on the coast of Newfound- 
land, 
1627.—The Company of New France formed. 
1628.—Naumkeag (Salem) settled by the Massachusetts colony, 
1629.—Quebec taken by the English, and Champlain sent prisoner to 
England. 
1631.—Capt. John Smith dies in London, aged 51. 
1632.—New France and Acadia restored to the French by the peace 
of St. Germain. 
1638.—Connecticut first settled at Hartford. 
1634.—Attempt made by the High Church party to subdivide New 
England into lordships. 
1636.—Providence founded by Roger Williams. 
1637.—Rev. John Wheelwright banished from the Massachusetts 


colony for an heretical sermon. 


1638.—First printing office established in America at Cambridge. 
1639.—First constitution of Connecticut adopted at Hartford. The 
assembly elect that none but church members shall be free burgesses. 
1640.—The use of tobacco prohibited. by law in Massachusetts, and 
the sale of spirituous liquors regulated, but not prohibited. : 
1641.—The French reach the Halls of St. Mary, on the upper lakes. 
1648.—Louis XIV. crowned King of France, at the age of five years, 
1644.—Roger Williams obtains a charter for Rhode Island.

1647.—Law passed in Massachusetts that every town shall support a 
school.

1654,—Protectorate of England under Cromwell. 

1655.—The Dutch conquer the Swedish settlements on the Delaware. 

1656.—New Amsterdam (New York) laid out in streets. 

1658,.—Oliver Cromwell dies. His son Richard assumes the govern- 
ment, but is soon forced to abdicate. 

1659.—Wm. Robinson and Marmaduke Stephenson, two Quakers, 
refusing to leave the Massachusetts colony, were hanged by order of the 
court. g 

1660.—The Restoration, Charles IT. crowned King of England. 

1661,—First book-binding in the United States at Boston. 

1662.—Charter granted to the Connecticut colony, 

1663.—Carolina granted to Lord Clarendon and others. 

1663.—Great earthquake in North America; most severely felt in 
Canada, 

1664.—Charles II. grants the country from Delaware Bay to the 
Connecticut, and from Sagadahoc to the St. Croix, to the Duke of York, 

1665.—100,000 persons die of the plague in London. 

1$68.—England, Holland and Sweden form an alliance to protect 
themselves against the designs of Louis XIV. of France. 

16706.—Old Charleston, 8. C., founded. 

1671.—The French take possession of the Great West, at St. Mary’s. 

1672.—Dancing school established in New England, but soon sup- 
pressed by law. 

1673.—Marquette and Joliet discovered the Mississippi. 

1674.—New York restored to the English, 

1675.—Marquette dies on the east shore of Lake Michigan. 

1676.—La Salle builds Fort Frontenac at the present site of Kingston. 

1677.—Massachusetts purchases Maine for £1,250 

1678.—The habeas corpus act passed in England. 

1679.—The Griffin, the first vessel on the lakes, sails up Lake Erie.

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ATLAS OF THE WORLD. 


Winpsor Caste, the an- 
cient and favorite residence of 


the sovereigns of England, 


stands in the centre of a mag- 


nificent park to the east of 


the town of Windsor. It was 


founded as a royal residence 


by William the Conqueror, in 


the eleventh century, but long 


before that time it was a favor- 


ite residential resort of the old 


Saxon kings. The castle was 


almost entirely rebuilt by Will- 


iam of Wykeham, in the reign 


of Edward III., and most of 


the present structure was built 


in 1824, under the direction of 


Sir Jeffrey Wyatville. The 


buildings cover twelve acres, 


and are surrounded on three 


sides by a magnificent terrace, 


2,500 feet in circuit. The 


Little Park, in which the 
castle stands connects by a 
beautiful avenue of trees with 
the Great Park, io the east 
of which lies the celebrated 
Windsor forest, which is fifty- 
six miles in circuit. The most 
conspicuous object about the 
castle is St. George’s chapel, 
a splendid specimen of florid 
Gothic architecture. Here, 


VENICE, ITALY. 


Venice, the queen of the Adriatic, and for centuries the mistress of the 
sea, stands in the midst of a lagoon at the head of the Gulf of Venice. It 
is the capital of the province of Venetia in Italy, and for the peculiarity of 
its situation and the brilliancy of its history, is unique among the cities of 
the world. By means of a tongue of land divided by cuttings, some of the 
lagoons form harbors, in the midst of which are numbers of small islands, 
into which piles were driven for the foundations of the city. The city is 
pierced by over a hundred canals, which, in conjunction with contracted, 
ill-paved streets, and alleys, and some 400 bridges, form the means of 
communication. The great canal whose banks are lined with magnificent 
buildings at the water’s edge, divides the city into two parts, and is spanned 
by the famous Rialto bridge, built of marble by Antonio de Ponte in 1588. 
Communication is kept up by means of black-painted boats, called gondo- 
las, of which there are more than 4,000. The finest portion of the city is 
St. Mark’s place, on which stand the cathedral and the doge’s palace. The 
leading street is the Merceria, the great centre of commerce, which is 
connected with the Rialto by tortuous and densely crowded lanes. On the 
east side of the square is St. Mark’s church, founded in 977, and built in 
the Byzantine style of architecture in the form of a Greek cross. The 
pillars, of which the main front contains five hundred, of different designs 
and colors, were brought from the East in Venetian vessels. Over the ves- 
tibule are the famous bronze horses, brought by the crusaders from the 
hippodrome of Constantinople. The odthedtal is surmounted by five 
domes, and its interior is richly decorated with precious marbles. Close by 
is the conspicuous and stately bell tower of St. Mark, a massive brick tower 
with a pyramidal pinnacle, 323 feet high, and 42 feet square at the base. 
The doge’s palace, which dates from the ninth century, has been destroyed 
by fire again and again. It was rebuilt by Marino Faliertin the fourteenth 
century, but the present structure dates chiefly from more recent times. It 
contains the splendid hall of the great council, the hall of the four gates by 
Palladio, and many other magnificent rooms embellished with works of art 
by the first masters. * The two lower stories contain the cells alluded to in 
Byron’s “Childe Harold,” and at the top of the palace, under the leaden roof, 
are the rooms where political prisoners were tortured by exposure to the 
burning heat of summer and the chill of winter. Adjoining the palace is the 
celebrated Bridge of Sighs, which connects the latter with the carceri or pub- 
lic prison, built by Antonio de Ponte in 1589. The magnificent palace of the 
Grimani has been appropriated for the postoffice, and that of the Farcetti 
for the offices of the municipality. At the east end of the city are the 
dockyard and arsenal, replete with docks, basins, forges and foundries, 
while at the land gate stand the marble lions brought from Greece in the 
seventeenth century. Near the cathedral is a lofty clock tower, the dial of 
which is surmounted by the well-known bronze Moors which strike the 
hours on a bell. On the Piazette, or smaller square, are two granite pillars 
once surmounted by the winged lion of St. Mark, the emblem of Venice, 
and St. Theodore in full armor with a crocodile under his feet. Venice 
has many fine schools and libraries, and its academy of fine arts contains 
one of the finest collections of pictures in Italy. The theatre of La Fenice, 
which can accommodate 3,000 persons, is one of the finest opera houses in 
the country. Venice is noted for its manufactures of fine glassware, tapes- 
try, antique furniture, and iron and bronze work, and has an extensive com- 
merce with Britain, the East Indies, Japan and America. It was first set- 
tled by inhabitants of the province of Venetia, who fled to the islands in 
the lagoons and gulf of Venice to e&cape the ravages of Attila, the leader 
of the Huns, A. D. 452. 


with imposing cerem onies, the 

Prince and Princess of Wales 
were marriea in 1863. The most interesting feature of the chapel is the 
royal vault, where repose the ashes of many of England’s kings and queens. 
Among others the remains of Henry VI., Edward 1V., Henry VIII., and 
his queen, the Lady Jane Seymour, George III., George IV., William IV., 
and Queen Victoria’s uncles, the Duke of Kent and the Duke of York, are 
interred here. The interior of the castle is richly decorated, and its 
spacious halls abound with statuary, paintings, bronzes and other works of 
art. The main gallery, which contains a magnificent collection of paintings, 
is over five hundred feet in length. Inthe centre of the castle is the round 
tower or keep, which forms the most conspicuous part of the royal structure. 
It has often been used as a place of confinement for royal prisoners, and 
here the cultured Prince James, who afterward became James I. of Scot- 
land, was a captive for many years. Here, through his narrow window, 
he first saw and loved the Lady Jane Beaufort, who afterward became his 
queen. Within the surounding park are the lovely Virginia water and the 
famous Hermes oak, while at the end of the Long Walk is a superb eques- 
trian statue of George III. Queen Victoria makes Windsor Castle her 
leading official residence when in England, and here she holds counsel with 
her ministers on the affairs and interests of the nation.

THE CITY OF LONDON, 


Lonpon, the metropolis of Great Britain, and the largest city in the 
world, is situated on the river Thames, about sixty miles from the sea. its 
earliest historical mention is by Tacitus, 100 A. D., and its ancient wall is 
believed to have been built by Constantine the Great. London, with its 
immediate surroundings, has a population of nearly 4,000,000, or about 
500,000 more than the whole of Scotland. It is irregularly built, but con- 
tains an immense number of magnificent buildings, parks, squares and 
places of historic interest. St. Paul’s Cathedral, 400 feet high, completed 
in 1710, from the designs of Sir Christopher Wren, occupies the site of old 
St. Paul’s, which dated back to the seventh century. Six hundred and six- 
teen steps lead to the stone gallery under the golden cross, from which a 
magnificent view of the city is obtained, Inside the dome is the famous 
“whispering gallery”; while in the crypt beneath lie the honored remains

of Nelson, Wellington, Reynolds, Turner and other illustrious men. Un- 
equaled in historical interest is Westminster Abbey, founded in the early 
part of the seventh century. Here all the sovereigns from Edward the 
Confessor to Queen Victoria have been crowned in the ancient coronation 
chair, whose famous stone seat was plunder<d from the Scotch by Edward I. 
The abbey is built in the form of an irreguiar cross, and has two magnifi- 
cent towers, each 205 feet high. It is now the receptacle for the remains 
and busts of illustrious men in every walk of life, but specially of poets and 
hitterateurs. Close by, on the banks of the Thames, stand the Houses of 
Parliament, a magnificent pile of buildings, founded in 1840, which has a 
clock tower 300 feet high, with a dial 30 feet in diameter. The Tower of 
London, the most celebrated citadel in the country, stands close by the

river, and contains the regalia of the sovereigns and an immense armory. 
Trafalgar Square, Hyde Park, London Bridge, the Bank of England, the Post- 
office, the Royal Exchange and the British Museum are but a leading few 
among the innumerable places of interest in the great metropolis. 


Dustin, the capital of Ireland, beautifully situated on the banks of the 
river Liffey, close to Dublin Bay, is a regularly built city, with about 
800,000 inhabitants. From the curious Celtic remains found in 1856, it is 
clear that it was a centre of population in very early times. Its history all 


| through the middle ages was stormy and exciting, and in 1803 it was the 


scene of the abortive insurrection which brought the illustrious Robert 
Emmet to the scaffold. On College Green stands the famous Trinity 
College, the leading educational centre of Ireland. It was founded under 
the auspices of Pope John XXII., and has a museum and library rich in 
ancient manuscripts. Nearly 1,300 students attend its classes. Straight 
opposite is the building in which the Irish Parliament used to meet, now 
the Bank of Ireland. Dublin Castle, the seat of the Lord Lieutenant of 
Treland, is by no means an imposing structure. It was founded ir, 1205, 
and was frequently used as a place of defense. The Four Courts is a 
massive pile of Corinthian architecture fronting on the Liffey. It is 
occupied by the courts of queen’s bench, chancery, exchequer and common 
pleas. In the centre of the following cut is seen the Custom House, an im- 
posing building of the Doric order of architecture, surmounted by a cupola 
125 feet high. Dublin is the seat of two archbishoprics, a protestant and a 
Catholic. There are two protestant cathedrals, St. Patrick’s and Holy 
Trinity, as well as a modern Roman Catholic one. St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
which is of ancient origin, was restored by Sir B. L. Guinness in 1865, at an 
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expense of £150,000. The Phoenix Park, the great pleasure ground of the 
people, covers an area of 1,752 acres. To the left of the main entrance is a 
huge granite obelisk erected to the memory of the great Duke of Wellington. 
The dwellingsin the modern part of Dublin are substantial and comfortable; 
but the lower part of the city is full of dirty streets of miserable tenements, 
crowded with a squalid population. Among the leading streets are Grafton 
street, which has an equestrian statue of George III., and Sackville street, 
where there is a column to the memory of Admiral Nelson. In the neigh- 
borhood is Glasnevin, a fine suburb, once the favorite residence of such 
bright men of letters as Addison, Steele, Swift and Sheridan. Tt is-also 
noted for its cemetery, where lie the great O’Connell, Steele and Curran. 
Dublin does a considerable trade with the English markets in cattle and 
agricultural products, but its trade with the United States is small. There 
are no manufactures to speak of, even silk weaving, which used to employ 
about 40,000 hands, having dwindled down to almost nothing. Almost the 
only thriving manufacture is that of Irish poplins, for which there is an ever- 
increasing demand. At the mouth of the Liffey, in Dublin Bay, is a fine 
harbor, formed by two breakwaters, which run out from the shore in differ- 
ent directions, and meet one another at an angle of 45°. The harbor has 
been deepened by continual dredging, and can now admit vessels of 1,400 
tons. The wharves and docks are large and commodisus, and the bay is 
well furnished with lighthouses. At Kingstown, near Dublin, there is an 
excellent harbor of refuge. The river Liffey, which is navigable nearly to 
the centre of the city, divides it into two nearly equal portions.

CITY OF EDINBURGH. 


Edinburgh, the capital of Scotland, situated near the Firth of Forth, is 


one of the most picturesque and historically interesting cities in the old 


world. The old portion of the city is built on the slopes of a ridge which 
stretches from the castle on the west to Holyrood Palace on the east. Nar- 
row alleys, called closes, flanked on either side with tall tenement houses, 
often rising to a height of ten and eleyen stories, stretch from the ridge to 
the valleys below. A deep valley, once the site of a swamp called the 
Nor’ Loch, but now a beautifully laid out garden, through the centre of 
which runs the main railroad of the city, divides the Old Town from the New. 
The New Town, whose streets are built with the utmost regularity, does not 
date much further back than the beginning of the present century; but the 
Old Town, which was surrounded by a strong wall, remains of which are still 
to be seen, carries its stirring histor; back to the early centuries of the 
Christian era. Edinburgh Castle, which stands on a precipitous basaltic 
rock, 443 feet high, has been for ages a military station, and has now 
accommodation for 2,000 soldiers. At least one regiment is continually 
stationed there. On the summit of the castle rock stands a monster cannon 
known as “Mons Meg,” constructed of staves of wrought iron bound with 
iron hoops, and alleged to have been made at Mons in 1468. On the north 
side of the quadrangle is a strong-room containing the original crown of 
King Robert Bruce, and the other regalia of Scotland. Adjoiring this is 
Queen Mary’s room, in which she gave birth to James I., who united the 


Berlin, the capital of Prussia, and the metropolis 


of the German empire, is remarkable for the beauty 


and symmetry of its streets, and the number of its 


palatial buildings. It dates its rise as a city from the 


reign of Albert IL, A. D. 1206. The population is 


about 830,000. The river Spree is spanned by over 


forty handsome bridges, and divides Berlin into two 


distinct towns. Unter den Linden, the fashionable 


promenade, is lined with palaces and mansions. The 


finest specimens of church architecture are the Hed- 
wigs Kirche, a Roman Catholic place of worship, and 
the Michaelis Kirche. One of the most celebrated 
public buildings is the Old Museum, designed by 
Schinkel. The principal portico is formed by eighteen 
Tonic pillars, while the walls of the colonnade are orna- 
mented with fine frescoes. The ground floor is de- 
voted to antiquarian bric-’-brac and medizval relies | 
of all kinds; the first floor contains an excellent 
gallery of sculpture; while the upper floor is occupied 
by a picture gallery, barely inferior to those of Mu- 
nich and Dresden. Connected with the Old Museum 
is the gorgeously decorated New Museum, containing 
the wonderful Egyptian collection of Lepsius. The 
loyal Theatre, on the Gendarmes Square, shown in 
the lower cut, is the leading place of amusement in 
the city, aud is seated for 1,200 persons. Adjoining 
the Royal Theatre is the magnificent New Church, 
surmounted with a lofty tower and dome. Berlin 
abounds with educational institutions of all kinds. 
The university, of world-wide renown, has a staff of 
about one hundred and eighty professors, and is

Berlin does a large trade in corn and wool, and is a great man- 
ufacturing centre, Its exchange, on the Kénigsstrasse, a massive though 
unpretentious building, is regarded as one of the leading commercial centres 
in Kurope. The Jews of Berlin are the wealthiest and most cultured in 
Germany, and the percentage of those receiving a higher education is much 
greater among the Jewish than among the Christian population.

Stretching out from Holyrood 
is the Queen’s Park, from which 
tower up the rugged rocks 
known as the Salisbury Crags, 
and the conical hill called Ar- 
thur’s Seat, which rises to a 
height of 823 feet. In the mid- 
dle of the High street in the 
Old Town stands St. Giles’ Ca- 
thedral, where the voice of John 
Knox was lifted in defense of 
the protestant fa‘th. Among 
the other fine buildings in this 
modern Athens are the uni- 
versity, with about 3,500 stu- 
dents; the Industrial Museum, 
Royal Institution, National 
Gallery, old Parliament House, 
new Postoffice and George 
Heriot’s hospital. Chief among 
monuments is that of Sir Wal- 
ter Scott, 200 feet high, and 
the finest monument in Great 
Britain.

Panis, the capital of France, and the second city in Europe, is situated 
on both sides of the river Seine, and on two islands in the river. It is the 
finest and most luxurious city on the Continent, and has, with its suburbs, 
a population of about 2,225,000. Surrounding the city is a fortification, 
| broken by 57 gates, which consists of a bastioned and terraced wall, with 3 
feet of escarpment, faced with stone 11 fect thick. Paris is specially noted 
for its magnificent boulevards, along which are ranged the finest stores, 
cafés, banks, opera houses and theatres in the city. The finest square is 
the Place de la Concorde, originally the Place de la Revolution, where the 
guillotine was set up. It is laid out with balustrades and columns, and in 
its centre stands the famous obelisk of Luxor, a monolith 72 feet high, 
which was brought from Thebes, in Egypt. Chief among the parks of 
Paris is the Champs Elysées, the favorite pleasure ground of the people, 
| famous for its open-air concerts, children’s games, and various other amuse- 
| ments. Within the park is the Palais de l’Industrie, constructed for the 
great exposition of 1855. The splendid avenue of the Champs Elysées 
extends for a mile and three-quarters, and midway there rises the celebrated 
Are de Triomphe, commenced by Napoleon I., and completed by Louis 
Philippe. It is the grandest structure of its kind in existence. Rising 
from a base 147 feet by 75 to a height of 162 feet, its central arch is 48 
feet broad and 95 feet high. Its inner walls are inscribed with the names 
of 884 generals and 96 victories, and externally it is ornamented with four 
fine groups of colossal figures. Among the other favorite parks are the 
Bois de Boulogne, outside the fortifications, 2,500 acres in extent, and the 
Jardin des Plantes, which has one of the most perfect.collections of wild 
animals in the world, ‘The Champ de Mars has a splendid parade ground 
1,000 yards by 500, and was the site of the exposition of 1867. The most 
impressive specimen of church architecture is the Cathedral de Notre 
Dame, a noble edifice in the early style of pointed Gothic. The first stone 


was laid by Pope Alexander III. in 1163, and the elaborate west front fin- 
In shape it is cruciform, 


ished by Maurice de Sully in 1223. Its extreme

length is 390 feet, while the width of the transepts is 144 feet. The west 
front, whose width is 128 feet, is flanked by two massive towers, each 224 
feet high, and a graceful spire rises from the middle of the building. The 
beauty of the iron work of the western doors, designed by Biscomette in 
1580, is especially admired. The interior of the cathedral, though not so 
rich as the exterior, is nevertheless fine and imposing. The nave and side 
aisles are paved with marble, and the elaborate pillars of the nave are four 
feet in diameter, Stretching the full length of the building is an immense 
vault, constructed in 1666 for the interment of the chaplains. The cathe- 
dral covers 64,108 square feet. The Church La Ste. Chapelle, founded in 
1245, and restored in 1867, is the most complete relic of 


the religious architecture of the thirteenth century. The 


Hotel des Invalides, built by Louis XIV. in 1670 as an 


=| asylum for veterans, has a magnificent dome, and covers, 


with its courts, about 16 acres. In a portion of the 


building called the Church of St, Louis, is the tomb of 


Napoleon I., a porphyry sarcophagus, situated right 


under the dome. The Pantheon, formerly known as 


the Church of Ste. Genevieve, has a fine Corinthian 


portico with columns 60 feet high, supporting a sculp- 


tured pediment, and is surmounted with an imposing 


dome. The Madeleine, a grand reproduction of antique 


forms, stands on a raised platform, reached at either end 


by 28 steps. .Its leading points are a surrounding col- 
ge) onnade of 52 pillars, each 49 feet high, supporting an 
exquisitely sculptured frieze ard cornice, its interco- 
lumnar niches filled with the statues of saints, and its 
immense sculptured pediment crowning the noblest por- 
tico that has been constructed since the Parthenon of 
Athens. Among the noble museums open free to the 
public six days a week, are the Luxembourg and the 
Louvre. The Luxembourg is remarkable rather for its 
grace and solidarity than for its fine carved work. It 
contains one of the finest art collections in France, and 
is surrounded by 85 acres of beautifully laid out gardens, 
varied with lovely alleys of trees and flowers. The 
Louvre, situated in the centre of an immense square, 
was founded in the thirteenth century, and connected 
with the Tuileries in 1605, It was made the great pub- 
lic museum in 1857, and contains one of the finest 


collections of paintings, sculptures and other works of

United States Government. 


The executive power is vested in the President, who holds office for four years, 
and receives $50,000 annually. 

The President and Vice-President are elected by electors chosen by the people. 
The number of electors from each State is equal to the whole number of Senators 
and Representatives to which the State may be entitled. , 

The electors vote by ballot. These votes are sent sealed to the President of the 
Senate, who opens them in the presence of Congress. If there are two parties who 
have received an equal number of votes, the House of Representatives choose by 
ballot one of them for President. 

The various Cabinet officers are appointed by the President. 
number, and receive $8,000 annually. 

The legislative power is vested in Congress, of which there are two branches: the 
Senate, which is composed of two members from each State, who hold office for six 
years, at an annual salary of $5,000; and the House of Representatives, who are 
elected by the vote of each State, to hold office two years, and receive $5,000 
annually, 

As President of the Senate, the Vice-President performs his entire duty, except 
in case of the removal or death of the President, in which event he assumes the 
executive powers. He is elected for the same term of office as the President, and 
receives $8,000 annually. 

The President of the United States is commander-in-chief of the army and navy; 
but the direct supervision of them belongs to the Secretaries of War and of 
the Navy. 

The judiciary of the United States consists of a Supreme Court, which sits at 
Washington, and which is composed of a Chief Justice, who receives $10,500 
annually, and eight Associate Justices, who receive $10,000 annually. They are 
appointed by the President, and hold office during good behavior, 

The United States is divided into nine judicial circuits, each of which has a 
circuit judge, who is paid $6,000 a year. 

There are also fifty-nine district courts, from which an appeal lies to the cir- 
cuit court. 

Each State and Territory has its own local government, not unlike the general 
government in its essential features. The executive authority is vested in the Goy- 
ernor, whose term of office and salary vary in different States. 

‘The revenue’of the government is chiefly derived from customs duties, proceeds 
of sales of public lands, internal revenue taxes upon distilled spirits, fermented 
liquors, tobacco, ete. The principal source of revenue has been the customs duties. 
Since the year 1865-66, the revenue has each year largely exceeded the expenditure, 
and there has been a gradual reduction of taxes. In conformity with several enact- 
ments of Congress, the surplus revenue is devoted to the gradual redemption of the 
public debt.

REPUBLICS. 


ANDORRA.—The executive power is vested in a President, known as First 
Syndic, assisted by two inferior Syndics. The law-making power rests with the 
General Council, which consists of twenty-four members elected by heads of families 
in the communes. 


ARGENTINE REPUBLIC.—The legislative authority is vested in a National 
Congress, consisting of a Senate and House of Deputies; the executive power is 
entirely in the hands of the President, who is held responsible for the acts of that 
department. The President, Dr. Miguel Juarez Celman, was elected in 1886, for a 
term of six years, with a salary of $836,000. 


BOLIVIA.—The government of the republic is divided into a legislative depart- 
ment, called a Congress, consisting of a Senate and House of Representatives, and an 
executive department, consisting of the President, two Vice-Presidents, and a Ministry, 
the heads of five departments. President of the republic: Sefor Don Aniceto Arce, 
1888. 


BRAZIL.—The country was declared a republic November, 1889, and Deodoro 
de Fonseca appointed President. 


CHILI.—The legislative department consists of an Assembly of two houses: the 
Senate and Chamber of Deputies. The executive authority is held by the President, 
with the assistance of a Council of State and a Cabinet of six Ministers. President: 
José Manuel Balmaseda, eleeted for a term of five years, in 1886, with an income of 


$18,000. 


COLOMBIA.—A confederative republic. It is governed in the legislative depart- 
ment by a Congress of two houses: the Senate and House of Representatives. The 


~ executive power resides with a President and seven Ministers, who are held responsible 


to Congress. President: Senor Don Dr. Rafael Nufiez, elected June, 1887. 


COSTA RICA.—The legislative department consists of a Chamber of Repre- 
sentatives; the executive, of the President, elected for four years, and a Council of 
Ministers, the heads of four departments. President: Gen. Don Bernardo Soto, 
elected in 1885. 


ECUADOR.—The legislative department consists of a Congress of two houses: 
the Senate and House of Deputies; the executive, of the President and a Cabinet of 
four Ministers, who, with the President, are held responsible to Congress, and who, 
with, seven other members, form the Council of State. President: Sefor Antonio 
Flores was elected President in 1888. 


FRANCE.—The legislative power is controlled by an Assembly of two houses: 
Chamber of Deputies and a Senate, The executive authority is in the hands of the 
chief magistrate, called the President of the Republic. Marie Francois Sadi Carnot 
was clected President for a term of seven years, in 1887, at asalary of $240,000. 


GUATEMALA.—The legislative power is held by a National Assembly; and 
the executive is administered by the President, assisted by a Ministry, the heads of six 
departments. President: Gen. Manuel Barillas, elected 1886.

HAYTI.—The legislative power rests in a National Assembly divided into two 
chambers: the Senate and the House of Representatives.

LIBERIA.—The executive power resides with a President whose term of office 
istwo years. The legislative power resides with the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives President: Hilary R. W. Johnson, elected May, 1883, 


MEXICO.—The legislative power resides in a Congress, consisting of a Senate 
and House of Representatives. The executive authority is held by the President 
and a Council of six, the heads of different departments. President: Gen. Portirio 
Diaz, elected for a term of four years in 1884, and reélected in 1888. 


NICARAGUA.—The legislative power is vested in a Congress of two houses: 
Senate and House of Representatives. The executive power is vested in the President, 
who is elected for a term of four years. President: Colonel Evaristo Carazo, elected 
December, 1886. 


ORANGE RIVER FREE STATE.—The legislative authority is vested in a 
popular Assembly, one-half of the members vacating their seats every two years, 
The executive power rests with the President and the Executive Council. Judge 
Reitz was elected President, 1889; term of office, five years. E 


PARAGUAY.—The legislative authority is exercised by a Congress of two 
houses; Senate and House of Deputies. The executive power is intrusted to a 
President and a Cabinet of five Ministers. President: General Escobar, elected 
September, 1886. Presidential term, four years. 


_ PERU.—The executive authority is intrusted to the President, assisted by two 
Vice-Presidents and a Cabinet of five Ministers; the legislative is vested in a Senate 
and House of Representatives. President: Gen. Andres Avelino Caceres. 


_SALVADOR.—The legislative power is vested in a Congress of seventy Dep- 
uties. The executive power is in tlre hands of a President, who holds oftice four 
years. President: General Francisco Menendez, elected March, 1887. 


SAN DOMINGO.—The legislative power is vested in a National Coneress, 
consisting of two houses: a Consego Conservador and the Tribunado. The executive 
is intrusted to the President and a Ministry, the heads of the five departments, 
President: Gen. Ulisses Heureaux assumed the Presidency for four years, in 1886 


SAN MARINO.—The legislative power resides in a Council of sixty members, 
chosen equally from the ranks of nobles, burgesses, and smali proprietors and 
appointed for life by the councilors themselves. From this number an executive 
body of twelve is chosen.

SOUTH AFRICAN REPUBLIC OR TRANSVAAL.—The legislative 
power is vested ina Volksraad, whose members are elected for four years, one-half 
retiring every two years. ‘The executive rests with a President elected for five years. 
President: 8. J. Paul Kriiger, elected 1883. 


_ SWITZERLAND.—The supreme legislative and executive authority is exer- 
cised in an Assembly of two houses: the Stinderath, or State Council. and the 
Nationalrath, or National Council; united, they are called the Federal Assembly. 
The President and Vice-President of the Federal Assembly are the first magistrates of 
the republic. President: B. Hammer, for one year (1889), at a salary of $3,000. 


URUGUAY.—Legislative power is vested in a Parliament of two houses: the 
Senate and Chamber of Representatives, whose annual session extends from February 
15 to July 15. A permanent committee of two Senators and five Representatives 
assume the legislative power and general control of the government while Parlia- 
ment is adjourned. President: Maximo Tages, elected 1886. 


VENEZUELA.—The-legislative power is vested ina Congress of two houses: 
the Senate and House of Representatives. The executive is controlled by the 
President, through a Ministry of six members and a Federal Council of sixteen mem- 
bers. President: Pable Rojas Paul, elected in July, 1888, for a term of two years.

BELOOOCHISTAN,.—The native government possesses but littte power over 
the scattered population, and is completely under the control of Great Britain. In 
1883 the British Government established a protectorate over the entire country to the 
Persian frontier. 

_ CHINA.—The administration is under the supreme direction of a Nei-ko or 
Cabinet, consisting of four members, and these are assisted by two others, who 
are to see that nothing goes contrary to the civil or religious laws of the empire. 


Emperor Tsait’ien succeeded to the throne in 1875. He is the sole High Priest of the 
empire. 


DENMARK.—The legislative authority is exercised by the King, acting in 
concert with the Rigsdag, or Diet, consisting of an Upper House and a House of 
Commons. The executive power is in the hands of the King and his responsible 
Peete King Christian IX. succeeded to the throne in 1863. His civil list is 
$277,775. 

GERMAN EMPIRE.—The supreme government is vested in the King of 
Prussia, the Bundesrath and the Reichstag. The former represents the individual 
States, the latter the German Nation, Emperor Wilhelm IT, was proclaimed Emperor 


: pe and King of Prussia in 1888. The Emperor-King has a civil list of 
$3,375,000. 


GREAT BRITAIN, EMPIRE OF.—The absolute power of the British 
Empire is held by Parliament, consisting of two houses: an Upper and a Lower 
House. The sovereign isat the head of Parliament, and can alone summon Parlia- 
ment. Victoria, Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, and Empress of India, 
ascended the throne of England in 1837. She has a civil list of $1,925,000. 


GREECE, KINGDOM OF THE HELLENES.—The executive power is 
vested in the King and his responsible Ministers, the heads of. seven departments. 
The legislative power is given to a single chamber of representatives, called the 
Boule. Prince Georgios of Denmark accepted the crown of Greece in 1863. He has 
a civil list of $260,000. 


ITALY.—The legislative power rests conjointly with the King and a Parliament 
composed of two houses: an Upper and a Lower House. The executive is exercised 
exclusively by the King, assisted by the Ministersof ten departments, King Umberto 
I. succeeded to the throne in 1878. His civil list amounts to $3,070,000. 


JAPAN.—The supreme executive, as well as the highest legislative authority, is 
vested in the Great Council, at which the Emperor presides, The Genro-In, or 
Senate, deliberates on legislative matters, but its decisions are subject to confirmation 
by the Great Council and sanction by the sovereign. The executive powers are 
exercised by a ministry of ten departments. The Mikado of Japan, Mutsu-Hito, 
succeeded to the throne in 1867. His civil list is $2,500,000 per annum. 


MADAGASCAR —Queen Ranavalona III. succeeded Queen Ranavalona II. in 
1883. The government is an absolute monarchy, but of late years the power of the 
sovereign has been gradually restricted. The real source of ail political power is the 
Prime Minister, the adviser of the sovereign. He is assisted by several Ministers, 
the heads of departments. 


MONTENEGRO.—The executive power is vested in a Prince or Hospodar. 
The law-making power abides in a Council of eight members. Prince Nicholas is 
the reigning sovereign. 


MOROCCO.—The form of government is that of an oriental despotism under 
an hereditary Sultan, There are no responsible administrative officers. Mulai 
Hassan, the present Sultan, succeeded to the throne in 1873. 


NETHERLANDS.—The legislative authority rests conjointly in the King 
and a parliament, called the States-General; the executive is with the sovereign and 
a Council of eight Ministers—the heads of the different departments. The reigning 
King, Willem III., succeeded to the throne in 1849. He has a civil list of $250,000. 


OTTOMAN EMPIRE.—The legislative and executive power is exercised 
under the supreme direction of the Sultan, by two high dignitaries: the Grand 
Vizier, the head of the temporal government, and the Sheik-ul-Islam, the head of the 
church, The present Sultan, Abdul-Hamid IT., succeeded tothe throne in 1876. The 
civil list is variously reported at from five to ten millions of dollars, 


PERSIA.—The Shah, or King, has absolute power over all his subjects, so far 
as he does not oppose the doctrines of the Mohammedan religion, Through his 
direction, the executive powers are exercised by a Ministry of seven departments. 
The reigning Shah, Nasred-din, succeeded to the throne in 1848. The whole revenue 
of the country is at his disposal. His private fortune is estimated at from $25, 000,- 
000 to $30,000,000. 


PORTUGAL.—The legislative authority is given to the two houses. Upper 
and Lower, of the Cortes Geraes; the executive rests with the sovereign and a Cabinet 
of seven responsible Ministers. King Carlos I. succeeded to the throne in 1889. His 
civil list amounts to $410,000. 


RUMANTIA.—The legislative power rests with a Senate and a Chamber of Dep- 
uties, The executive authority is exercised by a Council of eight Ministers, the 
President of which is Prime Minister. Carol I., the reigning sovereign, ascended the 
throne in 1881, and has an annual income of about $230,000. 


RUSSIA.—The whole legislative, executive and judicial authority is vested in 
the Emperor, whose willalone is law. The administration is intrusted to four great 
councils: the Council of the State, the Ruling Senate, the Holy Synod and the Com- 
mittee of Ministers. They all communicate directly with the sovereign. Alexander 
IH., Emperor of Russia, ascended the throne in 1881. The Emperor is in posses- 
sion of the revenue from the crown lands, estimated at $12,250,000. 


SANDWICH, OR HAWAIIAN, ISLANDS.—The legislative authority 
is exercised by the King and Parliament conjointly. The Parliament is composed of 
twenty-four nobles and twenty-four representatives. The executive power is vested 
in the King. David Kalakaua, the reigning King, was elected in February, 1874. 


SERVIA.—The executive power is vested in the King, who is assisted by a 
Council of eight responsible Ministers. Legislative power rests with the King and 
the National Assembly. King Milan I. was enthroned 1882. 


SIAM.—Tho legislative power is exercised by the King, in conjunction with a 
supreme Council of State and a Council of Ministers. The royal dignity is nominally 
hereditary. King Chulalonkorn J. succeeded to the throne in 1868. 


SPAIN .—The legislative power rests with the King and Cortes Constituyentes, 
consisting of a Senate and a Congress; the executive is vested, under the King, in a 
Council of nine Ministers. Alfonso XIII. succeeded to the throne of Spain May, 1886. 
Maria Christina is Queen Regent during the minority of King Alfonso XIII. “He has 
a civil list of $1,400,000. ‘ 


SWEDEN AND NORWAY.—The legislative authority of Sweden is vested 
in the Diet, or Parliament, of the realm, in concert with the sovereign. Every new 
law must have the assent of the crown. The executive power is held by the King, 
who acts under the advice of a Council of State, consisting of ten members, the head 
of which is the Minister of State. The legislative power of Norway is held entirely 
by the Storthing, or Great Court. The King has the right of veto over the laws 
passed by the Storthing, but only for a limited period. The executive power is in 
the hands of the King who acts by the advice of a Council of State composed 
of two Ministers of State and at least seven Councilors. Oscar II. succeeded to 
the throne of Sweden and Norway in 1872. The civil list of the King and the royal 
family is $575,525. 


Governments of Colonies and Dependencies. 


ALGERIA.—The Governor-General is invested with legislative power in civil 
matters, and on important questions he is advised by a Colonial Council appointed 
by the French Government. The Provinces are divided into twelve districts, each 
ruled by a Prefect. 


BULGARIA.—This country is a Principality under the suzerainty of Turkey. 
The executive power is in the hands of a Prince and a Council of six Ministers. The 
legislative power is vested in a popular legislature. Prince Ferdinand was elected 
July 7, 1887. 


CANADA.—The executive authority resides in the Queen of England, and is 
exercised through a Governor-General, assisted by a Privy Council. The legislative 
power is held by a Parliament consisting of a Senate aud House of Com- 
mons. There is a separate legislature and administration in each province, with 
a Lieutenant-Governor, appointed by the Governor-General, at the head of the 
executive. Baron Stanley is present Governor-General; salary, $48,600 and residence. 


CAPE COLONY.—The executive power is intrusted to the Governor and 
Executive Council appointed by the British Crown. The legislative power resides 
ina Legislative Council and a House of Assembly. Right Hon. Sir Hercules Robin- 
son was appointed Governor, December, 1880; salary, $30,000. 


CEYLON.—The executive is in the hands of a Governor and an Executive 
Council appointed by the Queen of England. The Legislative Council is composed 
of the Executive Council and ten representatives of different classes and races. 
Governor: Sir Arthur Hamilton Gordon, nominated November, 1883. His annual 
revenue is $38,880. 


CONGO FREE STATE.—This State is under the individual sovereignty of 
the King of Belgium, The Central Government consists of King Leopold and the 
heads of three departments. Governor-General: M. Ledeganck. 


COREA.—The King is a vassal of the Chinese Empire, but in his own country 
he is an absolute despot. Three Ministers and six Judges assist the Monarch 
in his administration, and each of the eight provinces is under the direct rule 
of a Governor, 


CUBA.—All branches of the administration are in the hands of a Captain-General, 
appointed by and responsible to the Spanish Crown. An administrative council 
advises the Captain-General on questions of importance. 


EGYPT.—The administration is in the hands of five native Ministers, subject to 
the Khedive, and under the supervision of ‘England. Provincial Councils advise on 
local matters, and a Legislative Council assists in grave cases, but their views are 
accepted or rejected according to the judgment of the Khedive. Mohamed Tewfik 
succeeded to the throne in 1879; his annual allowance is $500,000, besides $1,075,000 
for the members of his family. 


GREENLAND.—The two inspectorates are ruled by two Governors who are 
responsible to the Danish Government Board; and each of the thirteen districts into 
which the inspectorates are divided is controlled by a Director, assisted by a Parliament. 


HELIGOLAND.—The administration rests with a Governor and an Executive 
Council appointed by the Queen of England. Present Governor: Arthur Cecil Stuart 
Barkley. 

ICELAND.—The government is administered under a constitution obtained 
from Denmark. The executive authority is exercised by the Governor-General or 
Stiflamtmand; legislative power touching all things, save the interests of the monarch, 
is vested in the Assembly or Althing. 


INDIA.—The executive authority is vested in a Viceroy or Governor-General 
appointed by the Queen of England, and subject to orders from the Secretary of 
State for India. The latter official is aided by a Council of fifteen members and the 
Viceroy by an Administrative Council. The Lieutenant-Governors of the ten provinces 
are appointed by the Viceroy, subject to the approval of the Secretary of State. 


MAURITIUS.—The government of this British Colony is vested in a Governor 
and an Executive Council. There is in addition a Council of Government. Governor: 
Sir John Pope Hennessy, appointed 1882. 


MOZAMBIQUE.—A Governor-General and Secretary are appointed by the 
Portuguese Monarch, who, with the assistance of a council of fourteen members, 
administer the government. 


NATAL.—The administration of the colony is vested in a Governor, assisted by 
an Executive and a Legislative Council. Governor: Sir Arthur Elibank Havelock, 
appointed 1885. Salary, $20,000. 


NEWFOUNDLAND.—The executive power is in the hands of a Governor, 
appointed by the English Crown, and an Executive Council. The legislative power 
resides in a Legislative Council and a House of Assembly. Governor: Sir J. Ter- 
ence N. O’Brien; salary, $12,150. 


NEW ZEALAND.—The General Assembly consists of the Governor, the 
Legislative Council, and the House of Representatives. The Governor is appointed 
by the British Sovereign. Present Governor: Earl of Onslow; salary, $25,000. 


PORTO RICO.—The entire administration is intrusted to a Captain-General 
appointed by the Spanish Crown. On questions of great importance the Governor is 
advised by an Administrative Council. 


TRIPOLI.—The Pasha, who is selected by the Sultan of Turkey from among 
the officers resident at the Capital, rules as an absolute despot. 


TUNIS.—The government is practically administered by the French Minister 
Resident and two Secretaries, under the direction of the French Foreign Office. 
Nominally, the country is a province of the Ottoman Empire. French Resident 
General: M. Massicault. e

THE DEAD GIANT—YOSEMITE, CALIFORNIA. 


Tuts giant tree is one of the wonders in the Mammoth Tree Grove of the Yosemite 
Group. The work of felling this prodigy took five men twenty-five days. It could 
not be cut down with axes, so it was bored with augers, and the intervening spaces 
sawn through; but not until it had been plied with wedge and battering ram did the 
giant tree topple over. The stump measures ninety-six feet in circumference; and 


PTT 
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its top, which has been made smooth and even, is twenty-five feet in diameter, without 
the bark. The upper part of the fallen trunk, 302 feet long, has been utilized for two 
bowling alleys, which stand side by side. The age of the tree has been estimated 
from its annnal rings to be 3,000 years, and the amount of timber is calculated at 
about 500,000 cubic feet. This and the other big trees were only discovered by a 
hunter in 1850, but they are now to be found on many an English lawn. 
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in the midst of the wilds of Arizona, its elaborate facade, 
exquisitely sculptured walls and massive towers and 
domes are a monument to the patient and delicate skill 
of the old Jesuit fathers, and the surprise and admiration 
of the traveler. 


Oaxxann, a beautiful city of Alameda county, Califor 
nia, is situated on San Francisco Bay, opposite the city of 
San Francisco. It took its name from a grove of spread: 
ing oaks, in which the city was originally built, and is 
noted for its broad, well-shaded streets and |)cautiful

OLD CHURCU—CAPISTRANO, CALIFORNIA. 


Turis interestiug old ruin at Capistrano, in Los 


Angeles county, California, is all that remains of the 


former fine Cathedral of San Juan. Like all the other 
old religious structures in this part of America, it owes 
its origin to the devotion of the Spanish Jesuits, by 
whom it was founded in 1776. Situated on a slope in 
one of those valleys surrounded by green fields and 
orchards, so dear to the heart of the old Jesuit mission- 
ary, this grand old church, with its fine Norman arches 
and elegant arched cupola, was the glory and ornament 
of the mission. It was not fated, like many of the 
other flourishing missions, while still in its entirety, to 
witness the secularization of 1834, for the greater por- 
tion of its consecrated walls was leveled to the ground 


by an earthquake in 1822. A segment of the cupola, 


part of the belfry, and fragments of old arched walls 
still remain to mark the cathedral’s former beauty and 
greatness. Capistrano was named by its Jesuit found- 
ers after the famous monk of that name, who was born 
at Capistrano, in Italy. He fought determinedly against 
the Hussite movement, helped to drive the Turks from \& 
Belgrade in 1456, was beatified in 1690, and finally | 

canonized by the Pope in 1714.

MARCH.—Named from the Roman god of war, Mars. 

APRIL.—Lat. Aprilis, probably derived from aperire, to open; because 
spring generally begins and the buds open in this month. 

MAY.—Lat. Matus, probably derlyed from Mata, a feminine divinity wor- 
shiped at Rome on the first day of this month. 

JUNE.—Juno, a Roman dtyinity worshiped as the Queen of Heaven. 

JULY (Julius).—Julius Cesar was born in this month. 

AUGUST.—Named by the Emperor Augustus Cesar, B. C. 30, after himself, 
as he regarded it a fortunate month, being that in which he had gained sey- 
eral victories. 

SEPTEMBER (septem, or 7).—September was the seventh month in the old 
Roman calendar. 

OCTOBER (octo).—Eighth month of the old Roman year. 

NOVEMBER (novem, or 9).—November was the ninth month in the old 
Roman year. 

DECEMBER (decem, or 10).—December was the tenth month of the early 
Roman year. About the 2ist of this month the sun enters the Tropic of Cap- 
ricorn, and forms the winter solstice.

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New Orteans, the principal city of Louisiana, and com- 
mercial emporium of the Mississippi Valley, derives its impor- 
tance from its situation at the gateway of the Mississippi river. 
Lying 100 miles from the open gulf, it stands upon ground in 
great part won from lagoons and morasses. The form of the 
original town, extending as it does along a conyex sweep of 
the river, has given to New Orleans the familiar appellation 
of the “Crescent City.” To restrain the raging waters of the 
Mississippi, which not infrequently rise above the level of the 
streets, the banks are protected for several miles by a solid 
levee, forming one continuous quay or landing-place, that pre- 
sents an animated scene of busy traffic such as few cities upon 
the globe can show. To the north lies the broad expanse of 
Lake Pontchartrain, and the entire city is intersected by canals 
and bayous, connected with inland basins, in which small ves- 
sels are perpetually plying to and fro. Midway across the 
city runs the Metairie ridge, upon which are several race- 
courses and the old oak-shaded city park. Many of the 
streets are broad, and arched with parallel rows of magnificent

Moszitz, the commercial metropolis and only seaport of Alabama, 
on Mobile Bay, is well built upon a sloping sandy plain, and several of 
the substantially paved and finely shaded avenues form beautiful drive- 
ways, especially the thoroughfare known as Government Street. The 
population is about 32,000. The most considerable public buildings are, 
the Market House, which accommodates the municipal offices; the Custom

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THE NEW YORK AND BROOKLYN SUSPENSION BRIDGE. 


Tus handsome bridge, between New York and Brook- 
lyn, was built from the designs of John A. Roebling, the 
architect. Work was commenced on the Brooklyn tower 
January 3, 1870; but, owing to the steals of the Tweed ring 
and the panic of 1874-75, it was not until May 24, 1883, 
that it was opened by President Arthur. The towers are 
276% fect in height, and the cables are anchored behind the 
towers 930 feet inland. The anchorages, 119x132 feet at 
the base, rise 90 feet above high-water mark and weigh 
60,000 tons each. The submarine sections of the towers, 
sunk by means of the diving-bell and air force-pump, have 
foundations 80 feet below the river bed. The bridge floor 
is an immense steel framework consisting of two sets of 
girders at right angles to one another, and the main girders 
supporting the floor are trusses 33 inches deep and 7 feet 6 
inches apart. To these are attached four stecl rope sus- 
penders from the cables, while parallel and longitudinal 
trusses add strength in all directions. The weight of the 
central] span is 6,740 tons. The river span is 1,595 feet 6 
inches in Jength, and the land spans are each 930 feet. The 
height of the bridge in the centre of the river is 135 feet.

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THE NIAGARA SUSPENSION BRIDGE. 


Tue Niagara Canti-Lever Brings, built in seven 
months in 1883, from designs by Mr. C. C. Schneider, 
chief engineer of the structure, is a double-track railway 
suspension bridge, 910 feet 1% inches, long. The two 
main girders, termed canti-levers, are anchored or cour 
terweighted on one end. Each is 395 feet 2.5 inches 
long, and the intermediate span 119 feet 9 inches. The 
two canti-levers rest on towers of steel and wrought 
iron 130 feet 6.5 inches high, and these on piers 
masonry 39 feet high. The clear span across the river 
is 495 feet, the longest double-track truss span eve 
built. The chasm here is 859 feet from bluff to blufi 
The bridge was built to carry upon each track at te 
same time a freight train extending the entire length 
the bridge, weighing one ton pér linear foot, and headed 
by two 76-ton consolidation engines, and a side pressutt 
of 30 pounds per square foot. It was publicly testel 
Dec. 20, 1883, when twenty locomotives and twenty-fott 
heavily loaded gravel cars, weighing 3,760,000 pounds 
caused a temporary deflection of only 6 inches, It ws 
opened January 1, 1884, and is one of the strongest aul 
most elegant bridges in the world. 


THE MISSISSIPPI BRIDGE AT ST. LOUIS. 


Tue famous St. Louis Bridge over 
the Mississippi was designed by James 
B. Eads in 1869, and completed and 
opened for traffic July 4, 1874, having 
cost nearly $10,000,000. It has three 
spans, the centre one 522 feet long, 
and the east and west each 504 feet. 
The four piers, of granite and lime- 
stone, rest on the river bed, the foun- 
dation at one point extending 120 feet 
‘\ into the sand. The arches rise 60 feet 
above the river. The two roadways 
are supported by four arched trusses, 
connected by diagonal braces, the 
upper and lower of which are tubes 
16 inches in diameter, made of steel 
staves bound together by hoops. The 
segments of the tubes, about 12 feet 
in length, are connected by steel 
couplings. The builders used 2,000 
tons of steel and 3,400 tons of iron 
in its construction.

The Grand Cajion of the Colorado, and most remark- 
able in the United States, extends down the river from 
the mouth of the Little Colorado, a distance of more than 
two hundred miles, The channel is from fifty to three 
hundred feet in width, and the descent of the river from 
fifty to two hundred feet to the mile. In places the cliffs 
or walls are broken down in steep slopes; other places 
are terraced on a grand scale, the glacis often being from 
a mile to a mile and a half in width, and the step to a 
higher terrace several hundred feet. In 1869 a corps 
fitted out by the United States government under com- 
mand of Professor W. J. Powell, started in boats from 
Green River City, in ye an Wyoming, and safely 
threaded the devious paths of the cafions as far as the 
mouth of the Grand Wash, a distance of 1,000 miles. 
Throughout this entire Gee there are but a few miles 
where the river is not deep in the bowels of the earth. The views 
are grand and impressive. The mighty walls of rock, rising like 
some huge fortress from the water’s edge, with bastion and battle- 
ment, tower far above. The height varies from 4,00!) to 7,000 feet. 
One thousand feet of this is up through granite crags, then steep 
siopes and perpendicular cliffs, one above another, to the summit.

Hypravric Minine.—In certain regions of the West the trav- 
eler will observe, by the roadside, mining ditches and flumes car- 
rying a large and rapid stream of water. These ditches extend 
for many miles, tapping the rivers near their sources — near the 
regions of perpetual snow. By this means the water is conveyed 
over the tops of the hills, whence it is carried to oF claim below 
it. The long, high and narrow flume, called a “telegraph,” car- 
ries the water from the ditch, as nearly Jevel as possible, over the 
claim to be worked. To the “telegraph” is attached a hose with 
cae Pa an iron nozzle, through which the water rushes with great velocity. 
When directed against a gravel bank it cuts and “tears it down, 
washing the dirt thoroughly and with astonishing rapidity. The 
water carries the rocks, dirt and sand through the tail-race and into 
the long flumes, where the riffles for collecting the gold are placed. 


Casa Granpr.—The ancient ruins of Arizona are very exten- 
sive and are scattered over a large portion of the Territory. Casa 
Grande (big house), one of these ruins, is situated a few miles 
south of the Gila river, on a great plain about fourteen miles 
north of the station of Casa Grande. This building, one of the 
best preserved, but under the medium size, is 63 feet long by 45 
feet wide. The walls are of concrete, five feet thick, and are now 
Se oll ee standing about forty feet in height. These ruins are pre-historic: 

the builders have long since passed away, leaving no record of wno 
they were, whence they came or whither they went.

New York, the metropolis of the New 


World, a city second only to London as 


a centre of commercial and financial 
interests, is mainly built upon Manhattan 
Island, at the confluence of the Hudson 
River and Long Island Sound. The 
natural advantages of New York as a 
seaport are unsurpassed. The upper 
bay affords fourteen sqtare miles of 
secure anchorage, and the North and 
East Rivers furnish almost an equal 
area, while the length and situation 
of Manhattan Island give room for 
innumerable docks and wharves that line 
the shore on both sides for a distance of 
many miles. Manhattan Island is sepa- 
rated from the mainland by narrow tide- 
ways, known as Harlem River and 
Spuyten Duyvil Creek, connecting the 
Hudson with the Sound. The approach 
to New York through Long Island 
Sound from the east was formerly ren- 


dered dangerous by the rocks at Hell- 


gate, but extensive subterranean blasting 


has stripped the channel of its perils. 


Brooklyn and Jersey City, though under 


independent municipal governments, 


virtually form with New York a single 
metropolis. Ferry-boats constantly ply 
to and fro, and Brooklyn is now access-

ible also by a suspension bridge which is one of the 
wonders of the nineteenth century. Communication 
within the city is secured by means of numerous street 
railroads, and particularly by the elevated steam railways, 
several lines of which run parallel to one another almost 
the entire length of the island. These elevated roads 
enable thousands of working people to live in the upper 
art of the island, 
ten miles from their 
places of employ- 
ment. The tracks 
are built upon ircn 
supports directly 
over the streets, but 
do not seriously in- 
terfere with traffic 
upon the thorough- 
fares below. There 
are several handsome 
public grounds, the 
most extensive of 
which is Central 
Park, in the upper 
part of the city, two 
and one-half miles 
in length and half a 
mile broad.

brought across the ocean by Captain Gorringe in 1880. Near by, and 
within the limits of the park, is the Metropolitan Museum of Art, con- 
taining some valuable specimens of archzology. There is also a 
menagerie and miscellaneous museum in the park. At the lower end 
of the city, occupying the extremity of Manhattan Island, is the famous 
Battery Park, which is now renowned for the beautiful view of the bay 
which it affords, and for the spacious, fortress-like structure called Castle 
Garden, where not less than 500,000 immigrants from foreign countries 
are landed every year. The principal street for general business is 
Broadway, while the bankers and brokers congregate in Wall street, 
which for purely financial importance has no rival in the world but Lom- 
bard street. Wall street is named from a stockade which extended 
across the island in colonial times, from river to river. At the head of 
this street, on Broadway, stands Trinity Church, full of historical associ- 
ations and architectural beauty. The burial ground beside the church 
contains many curious and time-worn epitaphs. The most imposing 
church in the city is the white marble Roman Catholic cathedral on 
upper Fifth avenue. At Broadway and Fourteenth street is Union 
Square, containing a fine fountain and several handsome statues. Union 
Square is surrounded by large business houses, hotels and theatres. Six 
blocks farther up town is Madison Square, also the centre of a group of 
hotels. The most noteworthy educational institution is Columbia Col- 
lege, the law-school of which rivals that of Harvard University. There 
isno public library of even respectable size, but the reading-rooms of 
the magnificent Astor Library are open to all, though books can not be 
taken from the building. Next in importance are the Mercantile and 
New York Society libraries. The most conspicuous object about New 
York is the suspension bridge, the towers of which are visible from all the 
surrounding country. The bridge was thirteen years in building, and cost 
above $15,000,000. The central span, from tower to tower, is 1,595 feet in 
length. Each cable is composed of 5,282 separate wires. The Croton 
aqueduct is also a stupendous work, bringing a bountiful supply of pure 
water from Croton Lake, forty miles away. New York was first settled by 
the Dutch, and during the Revolution was occupied by the British forces. 
The present popula- 
tion is estimated at 
1,500,000. During 
the progress of the 
civil war New York 
furnished the Union 
armies 116,382 men 
at a cost of over 
$14,000,000. Only 
once was there any 
opposition to the 
draft, and that cul- 
minated in a serious 
riot, July, 1863, when 
the mob held pos- 
session of the city 
for four days, during 
which many public 
buildings were de- 
molished and burned 
and nearly 1,000 
persons killed.

modern French renaissance style. Fine Corinthian columns, 35 feet high, 
support an architrave, frieze, and cornice, which give the building an appear- 
ance of massiveness and grandeur. It was commenced in 1877, and com- 
pleted in 1882, at a cost of $6,000,000. The Post Office and Custom House 
is a substantial building in the Romanesque style, almost entirely con- 
structed of stone and iron. Its three main floors are occupied respectively 
by the Post Office, Custom House, and United States courts. The interior is 
handsomely finished, and has two magnificent staircases. The entire build- 
ing was completed in 1880, and, with the surrounding grounds, cost about 
$6,000,000. Towering above its lofty surroundings is the superb new 
building of the Board of Trade — the finest structure of its kind in Amer- 
ica. Built in the modern Gothic style of architecture, its splendid tower, 
300 feet high up to the golden ship which surmounts it, is one of the nota- 
ble landmarks of the city. The exterior is massive, ornate, and imposing, 
while the interior is unsurpassed for the richness of its decoration. The 
trading hall measures 152 by 161 feet, and is adorned with massive scag- 
liola pillars and splen- 
did frescoing. In the 
center of the ceiling is 
an immense skylight of 
stained glass, 70 by 80 
feet. Behind the ex- 
change is a magnificent 
office building, nine 
stories high, The total 
cost of the building, 
which was opened with 
elaborate ceremonies, 
April 29, 1885, was 
about $1,700,000. Chi- 
cago has many other 
notable public build- 
ings, and its gorgeous 
Palmer House and 
Grand Pacific Hotel are 
almost unsurpassed in 
the country.

The Capitol, Washington, D. C., situated on the summit of a gentle elevation, 


in a pleasure ground of thirty-five acres, was commenced in 1798, burnt by the 
British in 1814, completed in 1825, and extended by the addition of two spacious 
wings in 1851. The center is 352 feet by 101, with a lofty dome; the wings, 142 by 
288 feet; the entire building being 751 feet long by 324 deep, covering 3} acres—the 
center of white sandstone, the wings white marble. The rotunda, under the dome, 
contains several national pictures by Trumbull, Weir, Vanderlyn, Powell, Chapman,

Yellowstone National Park, the great pleasure ground of the American 
people, occupies the northwestern portion of Wyoming Territory, ex- 
tending slightly into Montana and Idaho. The “ Wonderland,” as it has 
been appropriately termed, was first brought prominently before the public 
notice in 1869, through the exploration of a Montana survey party. Pro- 
fessor Hayward’s report of his scientific exploration of its wonders in 1871, 
led to the matter being brought before Congress; and on March 1, 1872, an 
act was passed reserving and withdrawing the Yellowstone Park from settle- 
ment, occupancy or sale, and dedicating and setting it apart as a public 
park or pleasuring ground for the benefit and enjoyment of the people. 
Its management was placed under the control of the Secretary of the In- 
terior, and it is maintained by a Treasury appropriation. A superintendent 

and an adequate force of police and keepers look 
after its interests, and guard its stalactites and 
other treasures from the raids 
of ruthless tourists. The park, 
which measures sixty-five by 
fifty-five miles, and contains 
3,575 square miles, is hemmed 
in by mountain ranges, whose 
snow-clad peaks tower to a 
height of from 10,000 to 12,- 
000 feet. The geysers, hot 
springs, falls and cafions, in 
number and magnificence are 
unsurpassed by any in the

Nearly fifty geysers throw their white, vapory | tion of nature’s gems and wonders as are found in this glorious Park of] 
jets of water, often as high as two hundred feet, and thousands of calea- | the Nation. | 
reous and other springs, whose temperatures vary 
from 160 to 200° degrees, bubble up from the mystic 
ground. In the Midway Geyser Basin are found the 
greatest hot springs in the world. The Great Spring, 
which has an opening of two hundred and fifty feet in 
diameter, and is surrounded by walls thirty feet high, is 
in a state of continual turmoil, and clouds of steam rise 
from its seething waters. Hight immense geysers, the 
largest ever discovered, constitute the Upper Geyser 
Basin. Here is the geyser called “Old Faithful,” 
from which every fifty-seven minutes there spurts 
for the space of about five minutes a column of water 
six feet in diameter, two hundred feet into the air. 
The “Giant” geyser ever and anon throws up its 
pearly jet one hundred and forty feet high for three 
hours at a time, while the “Grand” geyser fitfully 
displays, for about twenty minutes, its marvelous 
column, which leaps to the height of two hundred and 
fifty feet. Most wonderful of all is the “Excelsior,” 
in the Middle Geyser Basin, whose eruptions, occur- 
ring at irregular intervals, throw up a mighty column 
of water, sixty to seventy-five feet in diameter, three 
hundred feet into the air. Toward the southern 
boundary of the park is the Yellowstone Lake, twenty- 
five miles long, by from ten to fifteen in breadth. 
Surrounded by lofty mountains, it bears on its bosom 
countless islands, whose rugged beauties are reflected 
in the azure depths. Among the other almost num-

SITKA, ALASKA. 


The Territory of Alaska, of which Sitka is the capi- 
tal, occupies the extreme northwestern portion of the 
American continent, and is separated from the United 
States by the British Possessions. It was purchased 
from the Russian government for $7,200,000, and form- 
ally transferred to the United States, October 18, 1867. 
Alaska is 1,100 miles long, with an average breadth of 
800 miles, and an area of 577,390 square miles. It is 
larger than the entire thirteen original States, or Texas, 
Colorado and California taken together. Alaska is the 
seat of an immense fur trade, which, previous to 1862, 
was under the control of the Russian-American fur 
company. Contrary to what might be expected, 
it is not a country of extreme cold and perpetual 
ice, but has a high mean annual temperature. In 
spite of its great resources in fur and fisheries, 
Alaska can not support a large population, as 
there isnot enough summer heat to raise cerea: 
erops to any extent. The population in 1880 was 
about 30,000, of which not more than 3,000 are 
whites and half-breeds, the remainder being chief- 
ly Indians and Esquimaux. The Aleuts and a few ; 
others call themselves Christians, but the great mass of the inhabitants ave 
heathens. Alaska has many extinct and ten active volcanoes, besides a large 
number of hot and mineral springs, chiefly in the neighborhood of Sitka. 
Sitka, the capital, stands on the shores of a beautiful harbor on the island 
of Baranoy. It is surrounded by lofty mountains, and overlooks the beauti- 
ful bay, studded with hundreds of islands, which form a natural bulwark 
to the city. In the immediate neighborhood, : 
as seen in the picture, rises Mount Edgecombe, 
which protects Sitka from the sea, and is re- 
garded by the inhabitants with superstitious 
veneration. It forms the weather-glass of the 
community. «ad as sure as clouds encircle its 
now extinct crater, the inhabitants are sure to 
look out for rain. The most interesting build- 
ing is the Greek Church, built in the form ofa 
Greek cross, and surmounted by a green dome. 
In the interior there is a magnificent copy of _ 
the Madonna and Child from Moscow, in which 
the faces alone are painted, the halo being ex- 
ecuted in gold, and the drapery and background 
being constructed of solid silver. ‘Three steps 
and four doors lead to the holy of holies, re- 
splendent with its glittering altar ard shrines, 
and robes of exuisite gold and silver brocade. 
High up on the rocks overlooking the bay 
stands the old castle, constructed of logs riv- 
eted together with copper. Sitka has a popu- 
lation of 1,200 inhabitants, of whom 300 are 
whites. It rains in Alaska from two hundred 
to’ two hundred and eighty-five days in the 
year, the annual rainfall being from sixty-five § 
to ninety inches.
